FIRST NOTICI3. 

\Yhon, in the suiumei' of 1870, tbo 
delegates from Victoria to Ottawa ro- 
turnod with bettor torm3 than tlioy 
had been instructed to ask as the price 
of this Province joining the Canadian 
Oonfedoratioii, they were accorded a 
hearty reception. Thoy wore instruct-, 
ed to demand a wagonroad and an ex- 
penditure of $1,000,000 a year iu rail- 
way construction after the completion 
of necessary surveys; and they brought 
back a soloran promise to build and 
equip a railroad from ocean to ocean 
through British Territory witbou ten 
years from the date of the admission 
of the Proviuce, work therein to bo 
commenced iu two years from the dato 
of uhipm'- These terms wore accepted 
by the' ccjiintry with enthusiasm. They 
passed the Legislative Council with a 
"niah." Canada's liberality was ex- 
tolled, and business^ inep and land 
owners, inspfr#d"by_tliV'" gfospeots of 
"flush times n vhush ntba., expenditure 
of the enormoas s\im¥.6f jaorioy within 
the borders of ii.tbe Broyince would 
certainlj' have inaugurated, doubled 
their stocks and extended tbeir invest, 
ments. A few grave, thoughtful men 
shook t^eir beads at tbo magnitude of 
th'e'bbligatibn assumed by Oanada.aud 
declined to believe that Canada's ro- 
sjurcos would enable her to fuliill it. 
but their voices were unheard in the 
midst of the almost uatitximOfte p^y fqii 
Confederation, and the'terins were dfc^ 
cepted in as good faith by the Pro- 
Tiuco as we believe they were offered 
by the Dominion. At that time, it 
must bo remembered, Canada liad not 
passed under the cloud of depression 
that has since enveloped and paralyzed 
the energies of both the Old and New 
■Worlds. The wildest railway schemes 
were tloated with ease on the Loudon 
jnarket,. and bright visions of a British 
■i^merioatf empire extendiug q|e^^^ 
a dbntinent and la^t'edTiy the waleral'of 
two oceans blinded the better judg- 
ment of the • public men of the 
Confederation and the Province. 
Five years and a half have passed since 
Confederation and the Ihst tie or rail 
has not been laid within the borders 
of the Province. Tbata similar result 
would have taken place had the Mac- 
donald Government been able to boar 
up under the odium of tho Pacific 
Scandal we do Ji.ot doubt. They ' un- 
dertook an impossibility. They made 
engagements that even had tbo finan- 
cial stringency been averted would 
have taxed the energies of the country 
to tlieir utmost to carry out. That 
this view is a reasonable one is sLowu 
by the wq?^ng of a resplution passed 
by the same House that had previovsly 
' passed the terms (which resolution has 
been referred to as an interpretation 
of the railway clause of the . terms of 
ttnifm). Tha^ ' resolution shows^^^ 
while the intentions' 6l tlie' ""Gfovern- 
ment and country* were bona fide there 
slili lingered iu the minds of the Min- 
istry doubt as to their ability to per- 
foim the great task they had voluutar- 
■ ily assumed. . We say voluntarily as- 
- Bumed, because. Columbia would have 
been' satisfied with a great deal "'less 
than Canada ofl'ered. Had tho origi- 
ginal terms come back to tho people 
for ratification they would have been 
ratislied. And after three and a half 
years of default, there are none in tho 
Province (however much ihey iiiay 
have been incliued at lirst)\vho cling to 
the original bargain; and few who 
would not be content with the fullil- 
ment of tho more practicable arrauge- 
; mentiknown as the Carnarvoji.', Terms 
which Gaiiada now repudiates' as un- 
attainable. 

In the November number of the 
'Canadian Monthly' there apj)oar( d a 
paper contributed by .Mr. lio.sc'jo, 
member of the Canadian Commons fur 
^Jioipria Qijiy. , The pape^ is ■ ]te/jcipet- 
aieiy yet forcibly wntton. The his- 
torical facts connected with tho entry 
of Columbia into tho Dominion family 
are narrated with oui ll'sIuohs, although 
in a few points not strictly accurate^'ttndi 
tho drift and tone of tho paijer is'auch 
that (coming as it does from a gentle- 
num who has been disposed to give 
Mr. Mackenzie'h; Ciovoriunent an inde- 
pendent support on their geiitral poli- 
cy) cannot fail to have weight and in- 

, Dominion. Mr. Koscoo devotes con- 
-BiiSttable space in proaontiDg the -Britiah 
' Coluiiibii side of the oaB^dear jy. iiii|hei{)Tif- 
'set,and 'says tlidt ibe acqoisition" of Ooluin- 

bia wiiH "iIjo slop ueodcd" to muke tho iih 
Horpiiou of the DominiDU l.iy tho Stiilcn 
iiui)Os.'iil)lo whiuh before wiih a ixjKsibility . 
TIk; ra[)iil growth of tlio (Mjiniuorco of ihi-

IJaron iliibiier is credited with tlio proj^- 
iinut remark tliiit "tho Pacific Ocean is 
tlio gigantic pnga on which is written tlio 
future history of tho race." Mr. lioscoo 
cotitiniios; "It may bo suiil that it wa.s 
unnocessary to oxtond Uonfodoration so 
Boon to British Cobuuhia, and that it 
would have boon wise to havo waited un- 
til the Northwest territory had boon set- 
tled up and communicntioh gradually ex- 
tended to the Bocky Mountains, ,Wo bu- 
Lovo, however, it was a wise and btatos- 
iiianliko policy to strilio while tho iron 
vii.s iiot, and to wold tlio whole of tho 
.British North American Provinoea at 
' once. Without British Columbia as part 
of tho Dominion, tho l^ortUweat av'ouM 
never be settled up, for nothing will ever 
bring a largo population there but a truuii- 
aontipeatal r(iU^.<>y, which wbtild never 
be bnlltiunieas the Dominion- oxtenddd' to 



tbo riicilio." So far so good; but Mr. 
lloHooo' next goes on to sa.y: ''for a long 
time tho only persoiiu who advocated 
Confodoratioo woro a few prominent.poli- 
ticiana who wished for a wider sfiela-'fpr 
thoir^mbiti,on. aRd-sMaip, Ci^akaittoi who 
nat»MnSl,lyra^e$fof' o^loaera bofiriqction 
witKitlieirinntiv^ comffry. The ^gonoriil 
fooling was opposed to it, as was clearly 
.shown at tho eloctiona, particularly iii 
IHljH, wbcn tho two Confodoration eaiiili- 
datos wore ilefciiti'd." Now, wo dispulo 
liio eorrectn(!is of tho as.sortion that ''tho 
general feeling" was opposed to Coufed- 
oration. Tho election of 1868 jvvas not a 
t'.'sfi of the populafil^f'or hnpopiilfint^ of 
Coufodoration 'j)tr se. iBut'it was a strug- 
gle between condUtonal axsduYicontit- 
tioiKil Confoderatiou— a atrugglo to as- 
oortain whether tho Provinco sliould en- 
ter Coufedoratioii with terms or witliont 
terms. "One bitten twice shy." In tho 
anion of tho colonies of Vancouver Is- 
land and British Columbia, eighteen 
mouths previously, "on such terms . aa 
your Majesty's Government may bp,p\eos- 
ed to grimt," a sdverS' lesson' had been 
taught Vanoouvorians. Trusting impli- 
citly to tho good sonso of llor libijosiy's 
Govern nient had resulted in tho loss of 
reproaeutativo ii.atitutioiis and tho freo- 
port. It waa not likely that thoy would 
repeat the blunder so sopu .after liaving 
found out tho dangar ,.o£« pQ8SOSBing na- 
tures too full of confiding "gash." Tlie 
mistidco tho Coufederationiata luado in 
l.SliS was in not forerthadowiug u code of 
terms on Avhiob oiily thoy would oonaent 
to go iuto Union. Two years afterwards, 
■ivheu au intelligont j}olicy for union 
bad been prepared, tho wave of Con- 
federation awopt over tho country and 
boro upon its topmost crest i'ii foruu^r 
opponents. Further on iu tho same 
liavagrnph Mr. Koscoo is right whdn ho 
states that it was tho prospoet of li trana- 
cootinontal railway tliat carried Colnni- 
Ina into Uonl'ed'M-ation, and lie is al.so 
right when lio states that tho torm.s of 
union wore ratiliod by tho people of tho 
Provinco "in utter ignjraneo" of tho ex- 
iateuco of a i-osolutiou that qualilied the 
railway terjnf o/ tmiop^.fco', the, .daqgeroqa 
extent that' we "have poiiifed'^ out in ' our 
ipitrbductory remarks. Although popu- 
lar feeling in favor of Conf>;iloriitioii 
waa very strong, wo are not prepared to 
say that had the existence of tho resolu- 
tion boon knowu hero at the tiino of tho 
olootion that tho Confedorutiou schonio 
would havo met with Hucoesa. Tho ver- 
dict of tUo election of 1SC8 indicated, if it

clearly and unmistakably laid down. To 
that qualifyingresolntion may ho attribu- 
ted the present unhappy condition of 
tho puldio iniiid on tho railway question. 
It is tho shield behind which Ihu past, tho 
present and all future Canadian Govern- 
ments ^wiU .sh^lt^r. themselves wljpn "reV 
proacified'with ii'bre'ach of good fiiith' to- 
wards this l-'rovinco. It is no answer to 
the aogry protestation of the people of 
Columbia that tliey woie not aware of 
tlio existence of tho resolution when thoy 
pledgtid thoir troth to Canada, to point 
out that tho resolution was reaffirmed by 
tho votea of our ropre.sontati»'os iu Par- 
liament in tbo session of 1872. As I\Ir. 
lioacoe very iiortiuently asks, sup^Jo-siiig 
that the Legislature of British Coiuiubia 
"some days after agreeing to the terms 
union had passed a resolution to the ef- 
fect ttiat if tho railway were not coni- 
niciiced in two years Canada should pay 
a line uf ten million dollars, would the 
Canadian Government consider itself now 
bound to pay this sum V" - In oBpeooh de- 
livered liast Jaly in -Ontario Dr. Tapper, 
on whose aho'nlder.i' the ' mantle of Sir 
.bdiii ]Macdonald will aliortly fall, claimed 
for the Conservative party tho credit {'>) 
of introducing and passing this rv'soln- 
ticju which, to say tin; least, hoodwinked 
tho people of British Columbia, without, 
h')v.-i;ver, in our opiidon, weukonin;^' the 
hold tlie Province liaa under the treaty of 
union, for if tho original torrm rc i^uued 
tho raiitioation of the people and legisla- 
ture bcf(n-e boeoming oiiei-alive, this re- 
solution required to pass through the 
sam(? ordeal. Tho renvirks of Mr. i'rutch 
at tho famous Ottawa ilinner (which, at 
tlie time, wo i)rotested strongly against 
bcHi.^' received as'^jftreflex bf.publid opin- 
ion in Columbia) are met by Mr. Roscoe 
with this inquiry:

over us.'" Then, again, look at all 
now words which are brought out from 
year to your.egpociiilly scioiitilic words, 
how tlioy are foniiod, and how is a 
person to know tiieir projjer moaning 
without he has a knowledge of the 
(dassicB? 'For' example: "Bicycle," 
two Greek words, meaning "two 
whoola." 

A further reason tor teaching tho 
cln.'^.sic.s i.s thill yuii will find tiiat tho 
the boHt ortliographers are invariably 
poi-Kons who liavo more or less know- 
lodgo of Latin and Greek classics and 
old,l'iij;,disb aiitlior.s. 

But still "I'ater'' lias cousiderablo 
cause to complain of the great extent 
ti) which classics are taught in English 
schools. Classical history and litcra- 
liiro are profos.sedly taught to assist in 
tho explanation of cortani terms mot 
with iu iiiiciont aiitb(jrs which would 
bo utterly iiiexplioablo iinlc.=a Boine- 
thing were known of the manners and 
ciistouis of the anoieuts. But that 
".yonuttliing" is carried too far. 

But tho man who says that tho an- 
cients ought to bo forgoi;ton because 
they could not keep a hotel or run a 
steamboat iti," I think, entirely wrong. 
Ist, becaiise that as far back as Now 
Testament. history wo know that there 
was no need of them, for striuigors wero 
alway.s welcomo, and in tho next 
place, it does not follow that if they 
ilid not run a Btoamboal iu thoso days 
that they would not Imre been able 
to had they hiid the ch'andes tliak we 
have in' modern times. He might as 
woll stiy wo ought not to bo roinein- 
bored because wo cannot liy with 
wings as they used to in ancient times, 
as we are told in Ancient History that 
Dodaliis and iEgous his son did over 
the .I'jgoan Sea, which took its name 
from tho latter having gone too near 
tho sun and nioltod the wax with which 
his wings wcio fastened on and so got 
drbwfiedj like some of our modern 
ba^lobnists.'" 

Further, still, with all due reverence, 
ho might as well say that Our Lord 
wlio was never known to fail in any- 
thing ho put his hand to, ought to bo 
forgotten because ho could not run a 
steamboat or a railway train .
